MAX NORDAU’S PORTRAIT. 

For the London Mail Max Nordau 
Written his impression of Dreyfus as the 
prisoner first faced his judges.

Attorney McAllister of Paris against the 


Missouri, Kansas & Texas Rallroad Co. The 
Suit is to recover damages against the 
railroad of $1500, the damages said to be 
due to the expense incurred by Paris dur- 
ing the recent smail pox epidemic. Three 
weeks ago Charies Sanders, a negro in 
the _— of the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas, having been dismissed from the 
company’s hospital at Sedalia as cured of 
malarial fever, was sent to Paris, his home, 
where he died a few days later of malig- 
nant smallpox, infecting, before his death, 
three other negroes, who are nov sick with 
the plague, and necessitating he quaran- 
tining of 87 others who were exposed. It 
was subsequently d'scovered that sma] pox 
existed in the hospital at Sedaiia at the 
time of Sanders’ dismissal, and that the 
surgeon in charge, Dr. Yancey, knew it, 
as he wrote a letter urging precaution to 
the local Board of Heakth. The petition 
filed to-day alleges that the negro was 
brought here from Pilot Grove on the com.

LONDON, Sept. %.—The second edition 
of the Morning Post contains a dispatch 
from Pietermaritzburg, Natal, saying: 

“T have never known the situation to be 
graver. Fhe Boers only await two days’ 
rain on the Veldt before beginning hostil- 
ities. They are determined on war and 
consider they can expect nothing else after 
the last dispatch and are prepared to face 
the consequences."’ 

The correspondent then describes tn detatl 
the Boers, elaborate border preparat.ons, 
which appear more thorough and formida- 
ble than heretofore believed. He says the 
Orange Free State officers at Pretoria have 
devised a combined plan of action which 
includes seizing Majuba, Laing’s Nek and 
Newcastle, Natal, the moment the ultima- 
tum arrives. 


The Times correspondent says that a dis- 
atch from the Secretary of State for the 
‘olonies, Mr. Chamberlain, was handed to 
the Transvaal Government, Sept. 18, de- 
manding the dismantiement of the Boer 
forts, the reduction of the armament by 
per cent. The Boers are greauy pe:- 
turbed and are keeping the matter secret 
until they have decided on a plan of action. 
Nothing has been ascertained tend.ng tv 
confirm this report. A decisive policy for 
England will be determined at Friday's 
Cabinet council 
Whether the Boers will be content to 
wait even that long before ending the sus- 
pense with hostilities, appears open to a 
great deal of doubt.

COMPARISON OF BOER AND BRITISH FORCES. 


The military strength of the Transvaal is fair, 
Sithough beyond the Staats artillery there is no 
permanent army. The commandant general of 
the forces is Gen. Pict Joubert, and be has on 
bis staff several former German officers. In case 
of war the Boers could command 380.000 men, 
moetiy armed with Mauser rifles, besides their 
artillery, consisting of 46 quick-firing cannon of 
the latest pattern. The number of tralned ar- 
tillerrmen on active service or tmmediately avai)- 
eble is fully 1000. and nearly all the men have 
been drawn from tbe ranks of the German or 
Dutch armies. Witb this force and the help ex- 
pected from the Orange Free State, which also 


is strong in artillery, Gen. Joubert regards him- | service there. 


self as able to take the offensive. 

The normal number of Eritish troops tn Natal 
is about 7000. There also is a volunteer force 
of about 1500, besides the Natal police. Fresh 
British troops are now op the way and some 
already have arrived. 

The garrison of Cape Colony is about 3010 regu- 
lars, besides a volunteer force of about 6000. 
Fresh troops also are on the way there. Great 
Britain expects to send at least 10,000 troops 
direct and if figthing begins at once many «also 
will go from India. But England can send a 
force of 100,000 fighting men to the Transvaal. 
An entire army corps is now being mobilized for 
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Ser iy 6 In order that their mover 7 
shall be In no way hampered the Trans- 
vaal troops already have seized the drifts, 
or fords, across the Vaal River in to the 
Free State. The railway also is under their, 
control. Kimberley they expect to cap- 
ture without much loss. The town !s close 
to the Free State frontier and is undefend- 
ed, except by the Diamond Fields (horse 
and foot) volunteers, under the comm 

of Col. Harris. On the capture of _Kimber- 
ley it Is the intention of the Boers to 
biow up the De Beers diamond mines. 

At the same time the sudden raid is made 
upon Kimberley the Cape to Buluwayo 
Railway is to be destroyed at various points 
by Boer sympathizers and agents in Cape 
Colony and by bughers of the Orange 
Free State.. 

The railway for a long distance passes 

close to the Free State border, and 
its destruction is counted upon so conh- 
fidently that if Gen. Joubert thought there 
was any chance of its not being carried out 
the whole plan of campaign would have to 
be altered. 
The object of the destruction of the line 
would be of course, to prevent it being 
used by the British for the dispatch of 
troops to the aid of Kimberley or to meet 
the advancing Boer force. r the same 
reason the Port ENizabeth-Pretoria line 
probably would be torn up south of Bloem- 
fontein. 

Kimberley captured, {ts mines blown up 
and the railway destroyed, the Boer force 
would advance south of Cape Town, taking 
its route through the western provinces, 
where the population is overwhelmingly 
Dutch, and from among whom Joubert ex- 
pects to receive many recruits. Gen. Jou- 
bert’s calculation is that he would be mas- 
ter of Cape Town 14 days after the declara- 
tion of war. 

To guard against an attack in the rear 
from Bechuanaland « large force wil] be 
pomee along the western frontier of the 

ransvaal, and steps also will be taken to 
guard the northern frontier from violation 
by British troops from Mashonaland. 

Wile the British military plans are not 
so well known, there is no donbt on their 
part of hard fighting at Laing’s Nek. It Is 
realized that the moral effect of a decisive 
British victory on the very spot where 
British arms suffered @ reverse in 1881 
would be great. 

It is of the greatest importancé to Eng- 
land to get possession of the pass—Laing’s 
Nek—through the Drakenberg Mountains 
into the Transvaal. While Liaing’s Nek: is 
of great importance, the British military 
base would be futher south in Ladysmith. 
This town is the key of the strategical po- 
sition in Natal. It commands the chief 
passes through the Drakensberg into the 
Orange Free State. From it troops may 
be sent readily to Newadistle, Dundee or 
Charlestown, while Ladysmith ftself is well 
adapted for defense.

Close of the Six Weeks’ Siege Which 
Has Amused France and Aston- 


ished the People of Other 
Parts of the World

PARIS, Sept. 2.—At exactly 4 o'clock 
this morning Jules Guerin, the anti-Semitic 
agitator and Royalist plotter, and all those 
who have been his companiong during’ the 
six weeks’ siege on the Rue de Chabrol, 
surrendered to the most extraordinary force 
that ever was gathered to recelve such a 
surrender. 

Not a shot was fired. The anti-Semites 
and plotters made no show of resistance. 
Yet only a quarter of an hour before they 
yielded four or five figures appeared on the 
roof of the building—the Grand Occident, 
These figures were clearly outlined against 
the sky and visible to thousands of per- 
sons and hundreds of soldiers and firemen 


below. 
A voice that is belleved to have been 
Guerin’s shouted as if in unending de- 


flance: 

“Down with the Jews; 
army! Down with traitors: 

So defiant, so alarming was the voice, 
that those in command of the forces below 
believed Guerin and his 14 associates were 
about to shoot. The commanders of the 
forces in the streets sent hurr.ed orders to 
their men and to the interested spectators: 

“Took out for yourselves; they are going 
to shoot.” 

Policemen armed with revolvers were 
sent climbing to reinforce those who occu- 
pied commanding positions on the roois 
of neighboring houses , around Guerin’s 
fortress. 

But all the preparations, which reminded 
one of an opera bouffe, were unnecessary. 
At 4 o’clock, the hour set by the Govern- 
ment, Guerin and his associates opened the 
door of the house, marched out and gave 
themselves up. 

Guerin was placed in a private carriage, 
the hood of which was up. Drawn by a 
swift pair of horses the anti-Semite was 
hurried to prison. On either e6.de of him 
in the carriage sat a captain of the mounted 

endarmes. 

"People cheered, hissed, laughed. All of 
those who had withstood the siege with 
Guerin wore set free. 


The Government well chose its time. It 
planned a new excitement to make the peo- 
pie forget the pardon of Dreyfus to-day. 

Last night at 9 o’clock 'M. Lucien 
Millevoye, a deputy for the Department of 
the Seine, and Guerin’s brother, were ad- 
mitted to the beleaguered house. They 
carried with them, it is supposed, the Gov- 
ernment’s ultimatum, wh.ch told Guerin 
that if he did not surrender at 4 a. m. the 
house would be taken by force and storm. 

From the preparations that followed, it 
seemed that the Government was prepared 
to blow up the house and then put out the 
fire. At 3:30 a ™m™. all the approaches to 
Fort Chabrol were reinforce#i with lines of 
troops and gendarmes, mounted and on 
foot. Messengers on bicycles kept coming 

oing. 
a = the Perfect of Police arrived in a 
closed carriage and took charge of the 
gendarmes. Then Gen, Dalstein, comman- 
dant of this military division of Paris, ar- 
rived and was saluted by the troops. 

A consultation between the commanders 
followed, and the crowds were driven fur- 
ther back from the besieged house. It was 
lucky that this was done. For presently 
Guerin’s sentries disappeared from the roof, 
again appeared at the door of the house, 
which was slammed behind them, and 
rushed, brandishing their canes toward the 
cordon at the foot of the Rue Chabrol, yel- 
ling: a 

“Long live Guerin. Kill the olicemen! 

A disreputable group was fairly ewamped 
in the flood of policemen that poured down 
on them. There was a lively struggle and 
then all were placed under arrest. 

There were drawn up around the house a 
whole regiment of mounted gendarmes, 
12900 in all. Besides, there were 600 police On 
foot and 160 firemen, who had with them 
five steam fire engines, whose puffing and 
hissing sparks as A saad kept up steam added 
to the excitement. 

There were two or three hook and ladder 
companies, should it become necessary to 
scale the walls. All those outside of the 
troops were in heavy marching order, as if 
they were about to go on campa'‘gn. To 
those who were not blind to fun the prep- 
arations were absurd.

The death of M. Scheurer-Kestner on the very day of Drey- 
fus’ pardon is a pathetic incident 6f that long tragedy.

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A DIVERSION FOR THE GOVERNORS. 


Gov. Stephens might provide a véry éntértaining diversion 
for the Governors and Atorney-Generals who have met in St. 
Louis tc confer on the trust question. He might show them 
the practical operation of a gréat trust created by the Demo- 
cratic Legislature and the Democratic Governor of the State of 
Missouri. 

Let the Governor secure one of thé handsome private 
coaches of the street railway magnates and run his guberna- 
toria] friends {rom other States over the 419 miles owned and 
controlled by the united street railways. Let him explain 
to them that all of these miles of street railway are now united 
under one corporation, created by the law of the State of Mis- 
souri, passed liy the Democratic Legislature and approved by 
him; that under this legal consolidation the roads have issued 
stocks and bonds to the extent of $90,000,000, although the ac- 
tual cost of the roads is below $25,000,000; that in exchange for 
this rich privilese of consolidating the street railways of St. 
Louis under one company, the only return to the people is a 
promise of an extension of the transfer system. Let him ex. 
plain that none of the economies or advantages secured under 
this law are rcturned to the people through reduced fares, but 
are all secured by the trust in enormous stock and bond issues, 
paid for by the people in five-cent fares. 

Let him desctibe how, under this privilege of consolidation 
granted by the State Legislature and himself, the streets of 
St. Louis have been absolutely turned over to the control of a 
Vast monopoly, and how this monopoly has shifted its route, 
blockaded streets and inconvenienced and endangered the pub- 
lic. Let him tell them that when there was a general protest 
from the peopie against the outrageous conduct of the monop- 
oly, the city authorities said they were helpless, and the mo- 
nopoly could do what it pleased with the streets, under the 
consolidation law passed by the Democratic Legislature-and 
Democratic Governor of the State. 

When Gov. Stephens has éxplained the workings of the mo- 
hopoly created by himself and the State Legislature and has 
informed the viriting Governors and Attorney-Generals of the 
enormous profits made by the trust and of the vast power 
placed in ite hands, let him ask the conference to give its 
opinion of the Governor and the State Legislature creating this 
monopoly, and determine what ought to be the standing of 
such a Governor in an anti-trust conference. 
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Anti-imperialism, anti-militarismm and anti-monopoly have 
pressed themselves to the front as national issues and no 
party can ignore them. They are in the public mind all over 
the country, and are being discussed in the press and on the 
platform with a great deal of bitterness. The Philippine folly 
and the Dreyfus case have opened the eyes of many who had 
given militarism little thought, and the loss of employment 
by thousands through the establishment of trusts has directed 
the attention of the careless to the immediate evils of monop- 
oly.

INNOCENT AS WELL AS GUILTY 
ARE BEING PUNISHED. 


JUDGES ON THEIR VACATIONS. 


Four Courts Officials Say That a 
Great Injustice Is Being 
Done.

The St. Louis jail on Wednesday morn- 
ing contained 253 prisoners who are awalit- 
ing trials in the Criminal Courts. This 
number is being increased at the rate of 
about four per day. 

The capacity of the jall ts 280. At the 
present rate of increase the jail will be 
overcrowded before the courts take any 
action on the cases now pending. 

Neither of the Criminal Courts are now 
in session. The last cases were triéd about 


the middle of July, when the judges touok 
their vacations, The grandjury will not 
convene until Oct, 2, and as that ts the 
week of the St. Louls Fair, {t is not likely 
that any business will be transacted then. 
It has been the custom for the grandjury 
to meet, organize and adjourn for fair 
week. The courts can do no work until 
the grandjury returns indictments, and it 
will be the middle of October before any- 
thing can be done to relieve the strain on 
the jail. 

Some of the men and women in jail are 
criminals, some will become criminals 
when they are convicted. Others are inno- 
cent, doubtless, and will be given the'r 
freedom by the courts. Some wi!] not even 
be given, the formality of a trial. . The 
grandjury will find no indictments againet 
some, and their release will be ordered. 
But under the present summer vacation 
System all, guilty and Innocent alike. wil] 
be confined in prison cells while the judges 
are enjoying summer vacations. 

“The holding of these prisoners.” eald a 
Four Courts official, “is not only an injus- 
tice to such as may be innocent, but the 
expense of keeping them in jail forms no 
.nconsiderable item.’’ , 

A prominent Four Courts official, who 
does not wish to appear in the light of 
criticising the judges, said it looked as 
though more than a month's time was be- 
ing wasted. 

“With the jall crowded as it 1s,"" he said, 
“court ought to be In session every day un- 
til the docket is cleared, the guilty pun- 
ished and the innocent’ set free. his 
weather its ideal weather, and it looks 
strange that it should be used for vaca- 
tions.’’

JAMES M. DAVIDSON AND WIFE 
HAVE A DEED OF SEPARATION, 


WILL LIVE APART HEREAFTER. 


Grown Daughter Appears to Have the 
Worst of the Bargain—No Reason 
Stated But Incompatibility. 


After living together 2% years, Mr. and 
Mrs. James M. Davidson agreed they were 
not suited to each other and separated for- 
mally. They did not go in for a divorce, 
although they recognize that as a future 
poss¥> lity; they simply entered into a con- 
ract to let each other severely aione, 

The contract was drawn up by a law- 
yer and the rights and concessions of each 
party to it are carefully set forth. The 
husband agrees to pay a stated sum month- 
ly to his wife and she walves all claim on 
him except the right to demand alimony 
in the event of a divorce suit. 

Mr. Davidson is the freight agent of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Southwestern Ra‘lroad at 
East St. Louls. He !s about 6 years of 
age, jovial of manner and more than 6 feet 
tall. His wife appears to be ® years his 
junior. She is a woman of spirit and is 
prpmpt of speech. They and their adopted 
daughter, Ruby, aged ®, have lived for 
years at 2018 Garrison avenue. 

About 18 months ago Mrs. Davidson filed 
a suit for divorce and w thdrew it. Since 
then, it would seem, there have been vari- 
ous differences of opinion between the hus- 
band and wife. They won't say what oc- 
casioned the differences, merely stating 
that they found it impossible to agree. 

Mr, Davidson expresses a mild surprise 
that he and his wife were of the same m.nd 
long enough to formatiy disagree. 

He took the initiative in the separation. 
He employed a lawyer to draw up the con. 
tract, then sent for Mrs. Davidson and 
presented it to her for her approval and 
signature. She read it and demanded. that 
certain changes be made in it. The 
changes were made and she signed. 

There are six clauses to the contract, be- 
sides the preambie, which states that ow- 
ing to “unhappy differences’’ between the 
parties during their married life they have 
agreed to live apart. The first article states 
that it shall be lawful for the wife to live 
apart as though unmarried and without in- 
terference from her hustand in any shape 
or form. ‘ 

The agreement provides that nefther shall 
molest the other or try to compel him or 
her to associate with the other by per- 
suasion or any legal proceedings or other 
devices. The husbana states that he has 
sold hia house at 218 Garrison avenue and 
the wife agrees to accept 4S) as her full 
dower, and she accepts this for all claims 
which she may have against him, except- 
ing alimony, in case a suit for divorce is 
ever brought. It is also agreed that the 
wife is to take all the household effects. 

The husband agrees to pay the wife $25 
a month for malintenance, the first pay- 
ment to be made Oct. 16, 1899. The woman 
is not to anticipate these payments in any 
manner, and in case the husband has to 
pay any debts contracted by her, the 
amount is to be deducted from her regular 
allowance, 

The last article provides that {f they hbe- 
come reconciled or are divorced, the pre- 
vious articles shall cease with the excep- 
tion that in no event ghall this prejudice 
a waiver of alimony. 

The instrument its witnessed by Cornelius 
F. Bauer. A deeée transferring the prop- 
erty at 218 Garrison avenue to Jennie 
Young was filed along with the compact 
made by Mr. and Mrs. Davidson. 

The contract as originally drawn fixed 
Mrs. Davidson’s monthly allowance at $15. 
She wouldn't consider this for an instant. 
and Mr. Davidson raised it to $2. She said 
she would sign if he would make it $25, 
and he did It. 

There is no mention of the daughter in 
the contract, but Mr. Davidson says he 
will take care that she does not want for 
anything. He refers to his wife as 
“Mamma” and gives no reason for their 
disagreement except that they ‘couldn't 
hitch,” that being his tersely expressive 
way of describing incompatibility of tem- 
perament. : 

Mrs. Davidson is equally general tn her 
Statements. She speaks of Mr. Davidson 
as “Jim” and “the old man,” and says 
she has nothing to say against him unless 
he begins it. 

She says she has the best of the bargain 
and he says he has, and Miss Ruby says 
She has the worst of it. :
